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KEEPING THE VISION FOR WISCONSIN CHILDREN 



As we stand on the threshold of the next century, Wisconsin has the knowledge and the 
tools to save children's lives and ensure their physical and mental health. We know that 
healthy children need safe homes and neighborhoods, access to nutritious food, a clean 
environment, quality child care and health care. While many systems are being strained 
to meet the needs of all our children, rapidly rising medical costs and reduced access to 
full health care coverage has put health care for many children at risk. There is a 
widening gap between those who can take advantage of medical services and those who 
have difficulty getting even basic care. Our vision for Wisconsin's children includes full 
health insurance coverage that meets the needs of all children. 

Pregnant women and children need a basic level of care. To be born healthy and grow 
up healthy, children need a health care system that is cost-effective, comprehensive, and 
accessible. Accessibility will be a reality for many children and pregnant women only if 
the services are available in their neighborhoods and communities. Health professionals, 
working with professionals in other disciplines, can fashion one-stop shopping centers 
that integrate many health and social services in one location. They can craft programs 
that bring more services to schools and community centers. 

Adequate nutrition, safe homes and neighborhoods, and healthy lifestyles-together with 
access to health care-can give all children a chance to realize their full potential. To that 
end , we believe: 

Families are the first caregivers for their children. Families have the first 
responsibility to provide for the physical and mental health of their children.

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INTRODUCTION 



This is the fourth in a series of annual WisKids Count data 
books providing information on Wisconsin's children and the public 
programs that serve them. The first two editions presented data on 
the demographic characteristics of the child population and 
indicators of child well-being across several domains. The third 
book focused on public schools, presenting data by school districts 
as part of an effort to capture baseline statistics at the beginning 
of a period of major change in teacher compensation and 
educational finance (the state assumed two-thirds of school district 
costs beginning in 1995). This data book emphasizes child health 
in Wisconsin. The book provides a baseline on the status of child 
health at the start of another major change in state policy--the 
elimination of the Aid to Families with Dependent Children program 
and the adoption of Wisconsin Works, or W-2. 

Determinants of child health extend well beyond the formal 
medical care system, encompassing factors such as home 
environment, community safety, and the availability of high-quality 
child care. This book includes, for each county, indicators like child 
abuse and neglect reports, juvenile arrests, and child care access, 
in addition to more traditional health indicators such as blood lead 
levels, hospital admissions owing to asthma, and childhood 
accident reports. 

The remainder of this introduction describes potential health- 
related impacts of W-2, summarizes current health insurance 
coverage of children in Wisconsin, relates selected findings on 
aspects of maternal and child health in Wisconsin, describes 
findings on health care resources in Wisconsin, and finally 
discusses selected data on child health derived from sources outside 
the formal health care system. 
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THE IMPORTANCE OF WISCONSIN WORKS (W-2) 




The nature and scope of public payment for the health care of low-income children in Wisconsin is unsettled as 
the state begins its implementation of W-2. As part of his initial W-2 proposal, Governor Tommy Thompson suggest- 
ed replacing the Medicaid program, which provides health care coverage for low-income families with children, with a 
new W-2 health care program rhat would cover some low-income people not now covered by Medicaid, charge a 
monthly premium to W-2 health care program participants, and require participants with access to private insurance to 
rely on that source of coverage. 

Implementation of this W-2 health care proposal would require either the conversion of the entire federal 
Medicaid program into block grants to the states or less sweeping changes in federal Medicaid law coupled with exten- 
sive federal waivers for Wisconsin. Such changes have not occurred. At least some of them remain a possibility, how- 
ever, and even if the current Medicaid system continues, other provisions of W-2 are likely to influence child health sta- 
tus by affecting: 



1. The number of poor and 
near-poor children. To the extent 
that W-2 increases or decreases the 
number of poor and near-poor children, 
the health status of children may also 
change. Low income is at least a 
predictor and possibly a cause of poor 
health among children. 



3. The timeliness of prenatal 
care* Under AFDC, women were 
eligible for Medicaid upon confirmation 
of pregnancy. This remains the case 
under W-2, but eligibility for an AFDC 
cash grant in the seventh month of 
pregnancy is eliminated. Pregnant 
women with no other children are 
ineligible for W-2 services until after 
their child is born, which may leave them 
less aware of their eligibility for Medicaid 
during pregnancy. 



2* Medicaid participation 
rates. Under W-2, families will not 
automatically become enrolled in 
Medicaid when they enroll in W-2, even 
if they meet eligibility criteria. Those who 
are eligible for Medicaid may have to 
apply at a location different from the 
W-2 application site, and this could 
affect Medicaid participation rates. 



4. The Healthy Start program. 

Under W-2, pregnant women and children 
up to age 6 with an income below 185 
percent of poverty continue to be eligible 
for Medicaid coverage through the state's 
Healthy Start program. However, both the 
new federal welfare legislation and the 
federal waiver process leave the door 
open for future change. 
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MEDICAID AND COMMERCIAL HEALTH INSURANCE 
COVERAGE OF CHILDREN IN WISCONSIN 



In 1995, more than 245,000 children 
received their health care through Wisconsin's 
Medicaid program. All children receiving AFDC were 
automatically eligible for Medicaid. Children also 
qualified for Medicaid if they were disabled or their 
families had enough medical expenses to reduce fam- 
ily disposable income to qualifying levels. By July of 
that year, under the Wisconsin Healthy Start pro- 
gram, infants and children up to age six could quali- 
fy for Medicaid coverage if they were in families with 
incomes below 185 percent of the federal poverty 
line. Older children could also qualify if their family 
income was at or below the federal poverty line and 
if they were born after September 30, 1983. 

Between 1990 and 1994, the number of 
Wisconsin children participating in Medicaid grew 
from 195,000 to 248,000, an increase of 27.6 per- 
cent. The increase was primarily due to policy deci- 
sions to increase Medicaid participation through the 
Healthy Start program. As shown in Figure 1 , almost 
all the increases in participation by children in the 
Medicaid program occurred between 1 990 and 
1993, the key years of Healthy Start implementation. 
The increase in the child population on Medicaid in 
those years accounted for most of the total increase in 
Medicaid participation. After 1993, the large growth 
ended: the number of children in the Medicaid pro- 
gram actually declined by 1 . 1 percent between 1994 
and 1 995, and the decline that year in the number of 
children under age one in Medicaid was much sharp- 
er (4.9 percent). 

Despite the recent decline in Medicaid partic- 
ipation among children, the Medicaid program is still 
a major source of health care coverage. As Table 1 
indicates, fully one-third (36.6 percent) of all births 
in the state were covered by Medicaid in 1994, the 
most recent year for which data are available.

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Based on data from the Wisconsin Family 
Health Survey for 1994, it appears that many chil- 
dren continue to rely on the Medicaid program for 
health care access during the first four years of their 
life. According to the Survey, 29 percent of children 
ages one to four and 17 percent of children ages five 
to fourteen were enrolled in Medicaid at any given 
time. 



As Table 2 indicates, the Family Health 
Survey also reports that 80 percent of all children in 
Wisconsin were covered by a commercial health plan 
in 1994. This percentage appears substantially high- 
er than the national average of 62 percent, although 
the state and national figures are not directly compa- 
rable because they derive from different surveys 
using different methodologies. (The national figures 
are from the National Health Interview Survey, which 
does not report statistics for individual states.) 
Wisconsin's percentage of uninsured children also 
appears lower than the national average, as is the 
percentage of children who receive their health care 
through Medicaid. (However, Medicaid administra- 
tive data indicate that as many as 18 percent of 
Wisconsin children receive Medicaid at any time, 
compared to the 10 percent suggested in the 
Wisconsin Family Health Survey; with its dependence 
on a telephone survey strategy, that survey may 
undercount low-income people who would be more 
likely to participate in Medicaid.) 

The Family Health Survey indicates that chil- 
dren covered by Medicaid are more likely to have 
had a general physical examination within the previ- 
ous year than children covered by commercial insur- 
ance, although again the survey data differ from 
Medicaid administrative data, which are presented 
by county in this WisKids report and suggest a lower 
rate of preventive care. About 90,000 HealthCheck 
screens (the Medicaid term in Wisconsin for a full 
well-child physical examination) were performed on 
children from birth through age twenty in 1994, but 
only 42 percent of enrolled children were reported as 
receiving all appropriate HealthCheck and preventive 
services, compared to the federal target for the 
Wisconsin Medicaid program of 67 percent.

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HEALTH STATUS OF WISCONSIN CHILDREN 



A. THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN INCOME AND REPORTED HEALTH 



Most Wisconsin children (97 percent), based on parental responses to the 1994 Family Health Survey, are 
reported to be in good or excellent health. However, children in poverty are more likely to be reported to be in poor 
health. Eight percent of children in poverty who are ages one to four are reported to be in fair or poor health, com- 
pared to the 3 percent of all children. Similarly, 4 percent of children in "near-poor" households--those between 100 
and 200 percent of the federal poverty line--were reported in fair or poor health, while only 2 percent of children in 
households with incomes at 200 percent of poverty or more were reported to have less than good health.'

B. LEAD POISONING 

Lead poisoning in chil- 
dren, which can cause learning 
disabilities, behavioral difficulties, 
and damaged nerve systems, is 
largely a preventable public health 
problem requiring large-scale test- 
ing of the blood lead levels in 
young children, especially those 
living in older housing. For chil- 
dren with elevated levels of lead in 
the blood, public health workers 
can help identify the source — often 
leaded paint chips in windows, 
cribs, or carpeting. With advice 
and limited assistance, families 
can usually remove the source of 
contamination, allowing blood 
lead levels to fall in subsequent 
testing. 

Map 1 shows, by county, 
the percentage of children tested 
in 1994 whose blood contained 

elevated levels of lead. Children tested in Milwaukee, Racine, and Marathon Counties had the highest percentage of 
elevated lead levels, followed by children in several southeastern, western, and central counties. The map shows rates 
of elevated blood levels only among children who have been tested, not among all children in a county. A county that 
tests primarily in high-risk areas with older homes may show a higher percentage of tested children with elevated lead 
levels than does a county which tests a broader range of its child population, even if the actual level of lead poisoning 
is similar in the two counties. Because many of the worst effects of lead poisoning can be prevented, it is important for 
counties to vigorously promote lead testing and remediation programs.

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C. BIRTHS IN WISCONSIN 



The number of births in Wisconsin and the rate of births per women in childbearing years has been steadily 
declining, as Table 3 indicates. In the last few years, the teen birth rate has also been declining, after four years of 
increase that extended from 1 988 through 1991. 

By standard measures of newborn health (weight and the presence or absence of congenital anomalies), most 
children in Wisconsin are born healthy. Table A shows the percentage of newborns born at low birth weight (less than 
5.5 pounds) and very low birth weight (less than 3.3 pounds) and the percentage with congenital anomalies by major 
racial/ethnic groups.

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Map 2 shows the distribution 
of low and very low weight births in 
the state's counties. Pockets of coun- 
ties in the southeast, central, and 
northern parts of the state have had 
the highest rates; Milwaukee and 
Marquette Counties show the highest 
percentages. Map 3 shows the dis- 
tribution of very low weight births in 
the state. Milwaukee, Adams, 
Buffalo, Langlade, Price, and Iron 
Counties had the highest percent- 
ages of such births (although in no 
county were more than 1.8 percent 
of all births in this category). 



D. TEEN BIRTHS 

Women who are pregnant as 
teenagers present special health care 
concerns. Pregnant teens in 
Wisconsin are more likely to smoke 
during pregnancy, delay or entirely 
omit prenatal care, and have babies 
with low birth weight. In 1994, as 
Table 5 indicates, 27 percent of 
Wisconsin teens ages 15-19 smoked 
during their pregnancies, compared 
to 1 5 percent of women ages 30 and 
above. 



Statewide, as Table 6 shows, 
late or no prenatal care has been more 
prevalent among teens than among 
older women who give birth. Among 
pregnant teens, 7.7 percent failed to 
initiate prenatal care until the third 
trimester or received no prenatal care 
at all, compared to an average of 3.5 
percent for all pregnant women. The 
consequences of the increased smoking 
and reduced prenatal care may be sig- 
nificant. As Table 6 shows, 9.3 percent 
of all births to teens had low birth 
weight, compared to under 7 percent 
for women ages 20 and over.

SELECTED HEALTH CARE RESOURCES FOR CHILDREN 
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Map 4 shows the distribution of psychologists who have indicated that at least part of their practice includes 
children. Map 5 shows the distribution, by county, of primary care physicians (family practice, internal medicine, 
pediatrics, obstetrics/gynecology, and psychiatry). Although many Wisconsin residents who live in border counties see 
medical providers in Minnesota, Illinois, and the upper peninsula of Michigan, the maps offer an indication of the 
distribution of health care personnel in Wisconsin. Dane and Ashland Counties contain the highest number of providers 
per, 10,000 children; providers in both counties, of course, serve residents of other counties as well. 



It is difficult to know how 
these resources translate into care 
on a county-by-county basis. Be- 
cause most children are in good 
health, the special challenge in 
prenatal and pediatric care is not 
merely to treat illness or disability, 
but to prevent or reduce adverse 
effects on a child's overall develop- 
ment through early and continuous 
intervention. This kind of health 
care requires not only averting or 
treating acute illness, but also 
monitoring routine growth and 
development, counseling parents 
and pregnant women, and seeking 
to minimize potential developmen- 
tal problems. 2

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For pregnant women, it is 
possible to monitor fairly closely 
the provision of routine preven- 
tive care, because the number of 
visits and the date of the first visit 
for prenatal care are noted on 
birth certificates. Map 6 shows 
the distribution of births in which 
prenatal care was either not pro- 
vided until the third trimester of 
pregnancy or not provided at all. 
Menominee, Clark, Pepin and 
Vernon Counties contained the 
highest percentage of births with 
late or no prenatal care, followed 
by Milwaukee, Monroe, 
Waushara, Sawyer, Iron, and 
Forest Counties. In general, pre- 
natal care was most likely to be 
late or not received in the north- 
western and central parts of the 
state, and least likely to be late or 
not received in the east central 
(with the exception of Menominee 
County) and south central parts 
of the state. 

These data should not 
necessarily be considered indica- 
tive of the quality of prenatal 
care providers in the areas in 
which late or no prenatal care 
was most and least likely. 
Pregnant women with insurance 
and higher educational levels are 
most likely to obtain early prena- 
tal care, and these qualities are 
not randomly distributed through- 
out the state. But the data do 
suggest that particular counties 
and regions might benefit from 
special emphasis on routine, pre- 
ventive prenatal care, and that 
these counties and regions bear 
special monitoring as W-2 is 
implemented.

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For older children, it is 
much harder to determine 
whether appropriate monitoring, 
counseling, and preventive ser- 
vices are provided. No univer- 
sally accepted indicator of health 
status equivalent to birth weight 
is available for older children, 
and visits for routine care are not 
captured in any data base in the 
way that prenatal care visits are 
available from birth certificates. 
Statewide surveys provide some 
indication of health status and 
services in the full state, but no 
information by county. The 
Wisconsin Family Health Survey 
reports that, for Wisconsin chil- 
dren ages 1-14, parents report 
that most children are in good 
health, 82 percent visited a doc- 
tor in the past year, and 71 per- 
cent received a general physical 
examination within the past year. 
For children ages 3-14, parents 
report that 84 percent visited a 
dentist in the past year, and for 
children ages 8-14, parents 
report that 49 percent had 
sealants placed on their teeth. 3

Although these are gen- 
erally high percentages, the sur- 
veys also show that 29 percent of 
children have not had a physical 
and 16 percent had not visited a 
dentist in the last year. The 
statewide surveys do not reliably 
indicate where in the state these 
children without a physical or 
dental visit in the last year 
resided. However, limited infer- 
ences about access to primary 
care, by county, can be drawn 



0 
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from data on hospitalizations for certain conditions sensitive to ambulatory 
care. Conditions such as severe ear/nose/throat infections, bacterial pneu- 
monia, asthma, diabetes, and anemia are generally considered to be treat- 
able outside of hospitals with good primary care. Higher rates of hospital- 
ization for these conditions may indicate areas of the state in which primary 
care resources for children may need special attention. Asthma is the most 
prevalent chronic childhood condition that may result in preventable hospital- 
ization. Map 7 indicates that Milwaukee, Menominee, and Chippewa 
Counties had the highest rate of childhood asthma hospitalizations, followed 
by Jackson, Monroe, Grant and Kenosha Counties. 

Again, the higher rates of hospitalizations for asthma in these coun- 
ties do not necessarily reflect the quality of local medical providers, because 
socioeconomic conditions play a key role in health care utilization. The coun- 
ties do, however, bear special observation as W-2 is implemented.

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BEYOND THE FORMAL HEALTH CARE SYSTEM 



Child health and child 
well-being are influenced not just 
by the formal health care system, 
but also by the broader social 
environment. Children grow up 
in an ever-widening environment 
of family, peers, school, and 
community that influences their 
behavior and health. The remain- 
der of this introduction discusses 
two contextual concerns--child 
abuse and neglect and selected 
risk-taking behaviors by adoles- 
cents.

A. CHILD ABUSE 
AND NEGLECT 

Over the last two years, a 
small decline in the rate of 
reported abuse cases has 
occurred. The overall rate has 
gone from 36.6 per thousand 
children in 1993 to 35.4 per 
thousand children in 1994/ The 
substantiation rate per 1000 chil- 
dren (the rate reflecting cases in 

which the child has been determined to be in need of protective intervention or services) dropped from 14.3 in 1993 
to 13.5 in 1994. There were 47,561 reports of child abuse and neglect in 1994. 18,196 reports were substantiated. 
Neglect remains the largest category (48%) of all reports received and increased 4 percent from 1 993 to 1 994. Females 
are identified as the perpetrator of neglect in 78 percent of the cases. 

Map 8 shows large variation in substantiation rates among counties, ranging from 2.5 cases per 1000 children 
in Vernon County to 105.4 cases per 1000 children in Menominee County. These variations may represent, in addition 
to the actual incidence of abuse and neglect, differences among counties in public awareness, staff effectiveness, and 
reporting practices.

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B. RISK-TAKING BEHAVIOR AMONG ADOLESCENTS 
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Child behavior increasingly influences health status during adolescence. The standard way of learning about 
behavior is to ask individuals through a survey. The U.S. Centers for Disease Control (CDC) have organized surveys of 
adolescent risk-taking behavior in most states, including Wisconsin. The last Youth Risk Behavior Survey in Wisconsin 
with an adequate response rate was administered in 1993. This survey was conducted primarily among students in 
grades 9 through 12, although sixth and eighth graders were also asked the questions on drug use. As with the Family 
Health Survey, the results are valid only for the state as a whole, and not for individual counties or school districts. The 
state survey asked a total of 99 questions about injuries, drug and tobacco use, sexual behavior, dietary patterns, and 
physical activities.

Survey questions covered 
intentional and unintentional 
injuries involving vehicles, 
weapons, physical aggression, 
and suicide. 

Fewer than 50 percent of 
students used seatbelts. 

Only 1 in 1 00 students 
consistently wore a bicycle 
helmet. 

Nine percent of Wisconsin 
students carried weapons (such 
as a gun, knife or club) to school 
(compared to a national average 
in 1991 of 26 percent). 

Sixteen percent of male students 
reported carrying guns at some 
time (compared to a national 
average in 1991 of 12 percent). 

More than 1 out of 4 students 
(27percent) reported having 
considered suicide; 1 in 5 (22 
percent) reported that they had 
planned a suicide attempt; 1 in 
10 actually attempted suicide.

Tobacco, Alcohol, and 
Other Drugs 

The survey questions on tobacco, alcohol, and other 
drugs addressed attitudes and behaviors regarding 
usage; home, school, and other environmental factors; 
and the role of drugs in other activities involving risk, 
such as driving and sexual intercourse. 

Seven out of 10 Wisconsin students reported some ciga- 
rette use in their lifetime; 3 of 1 0 reported having 
smoked during the past 30 days. Of students who I 

smoked a cigarette at least once in their lifetime, the ^ 

majority reported having started before the age of 14. 

As Figure 2 shows, smoking among adolescents has 
increased over the years 1 989, 1991, and 1 993. 

Of the students who said they drank alcohol, 2 of 3 had 
their first drink before age 15. 

More than 90 percent of high school students had an j 
alcoholic drink in their lifetime. Half of those who 
reported drinking said they had consumed an alcoholic 
drink in the last 30 days. j. 

One-third of the students responding to the study quali- 
fied as "binge" drinkers, defined as consuming five or 
more drinks in a row in the last 30 days. 

Fifteen percent of high school students (and 25 percent 
of the seniors) reported having driven a vehicle one or 
more times after drinking in the last 30 days. 0 

One of 10 students reported marijuana use in the last 
30 days. Fewer than 3 of 1 00 reported using cocaine £

Fourteen percent of students who reported using drugs I 
used an illicit drug other than marijuana or cocaine, 
such as steroids.

Sexual Behaviors 

The Wisconsin survey contained eleven questions on 
sexual behaviors, covering issues such as sexual inter- 
course, AIDS/HIV, other sexually transmitted diseases, 
unintended pregnancies, and forced sexual activity. 

One out of 2 high school students reported having had 
sexual intercourse at least once. 

Fifty-eight percent reported using a condom during 
their last intercourse and 22 percent reported using 
birth control pills. 

Thirteen percent reported having been verbally or 
physically forced to take part in sexual activity. 

Five percent reported that they had been pregnant or 
gotten someone pregnant at least once. 

Seven percent (1 2 percent of boys and 3 percent of 
girls) reported having had sexual intercourse before 
age 13. Figure 5 offers more detail on the children 
whose first intercourse was before age 13. 



Dietary Patterns 

The Wisconsin survey asked questions concerning 
recent food consumption, weight loss efforts, and 
weight satisfaction. 

Forty-nine percent of female students and 22 percent 
of male students considered themselves overweight. 



Forty-three percent of all high school students reported 
that they were trying to lose weight. 



Fifty-three percent reported having eaten a high-fat 
food the previous day. 36 percent reported that they 
had eaten no fruit, 72 percent had eaten no green 
salad, and 55 percent reported having eaten no 
cooked vegetables on the previous day.

Physical Activity 

Survey questions addressed the type, 
frequency, and duration of physical 
activity over the past seven days and 
twelve months. 

Fifteen percent of high school students 
reported that they had engaged in no 
aerobic exercise in the last year, and 27 
percent reported no stretching exercises 
and 29 percent no strengthening and 
toning exercises in the last 12 months. 

Among those who reported exercise, most 
said they received their exercise by 
participating in physical education classes 
(68 percent) and school sport teams (56 
percent). 

Exercise and participation in physical 
education classes declined as students 
advanced through high school. A total of 
80 percent of responding male and female 
ninth graders attended a physical 
education class; the comparable figures 
for twelfth graders were 20 percent 
among females and 50 percent among 
males.
